lon gin g to the gov ern men t, has been os- 
pen d ed for such purposes. 
Tho secretary then goes in to a lon g argu­ 
men t in fav or of payin g th * green back d ebt 
an d a repeal of the compulsory silv er pur­ 
chase law. The secretary says that an other 
sjiecies of 
our ou stan d in g in d ebted n ess, 
n amely, the legal ten d ers or green backs, 
kn own in law as Un ited States n otes, ore 
equally, with what the law d esign ates as 
treasury n otes, beyon d an y n eed or excuse 
for reissue; that temporary n otes, which are 
a d ebt of prin cipal on ly, like n otes which 
»;re a d ebt of prin cipal an d in terest, should 
at on e« be cashed an d can celled from tho 
abuii'ian t an d superfluous coin iu han d n ot 
n ow capable of bein g applied to an y other 
use. 
The secretary says: 
This is so obv ious a prin ciple of soun d 
fin an ce, such as a prud en t citizen would ap­ 
ply t< his priv ate affairs, that an y secretary 
ct the treasury would I*) subject to just re­ 
proach for d eparture therefrom by reissues, 
v ;ere it n ot that the act of May 31, 187b, 
seems to require of him that fiscal misstep. 
An d I beg leav e to submit to tho houso tho 
question whether, amon g man y other roa- 
,on s for its repeal, tho con traction of the cur­ 
ren cy sought to be av erted by that act can 
n ow in an y other an d better way bo pre­ 
v en ted than by its repeal. 
The fact that the 
$ 346,081,Old of green back d ebt is a green back 
curren cy, is so far from bein g a reason 
again st its paymen t that it is tho reason 
which makes its paymen t an d d estruction 
n ecessary; uot without a better curren cy to 
take its place, but such a curren cy is at 
han d . Also, a con traction of the curren cy 
should be av oid ed . 
The substitution of a 
better curren cy for the green backs run s n o 
hazard of con traction . But the con sequen ces 
of n ot usin g our coin surplus thus aro seri­ 
ous. 
For, m curren cy of some sort will tho 
year’s taxes be paid , an d the excess of re 
i-eipts ov er tho authorized d isbursemen ts of 
the treasury would be the measure of th 
con traction of the curren cy. 
This con trac 
tion can be av oid ed by appropriation s for an 
extrav agan t an d reckless outpour an d ex­ 
pen se like that of war. It can also l)e av oid ed 
by the paymen t of d ebt. 
The first remed y 
n eed n ot bo d iscussed ; it is of course, os a rem­ 
ed y the most un worthy of the people's re­ 
p r e s e n tativ e s . The secon d remed y i* all that 
remain s.

An tiHputory paymen t of fun d ed d ebt at a 
h h .'h pr*" 111111111, while successfully gettin g out 
of ti > tr.' iua-y its curren cy tax surplus, an d 
ho piv v en ti g con traction in that form, is 
that method , n ev ertheless, which would con ­ 
tract the curren cy in an other form by too 
sud d en ly d imin ishin g n ation al ban k circula­ 
tion bos *d on the fun d ed d ebt 
It is, there­ 
fore, n ecessary n ow, n ot on ly to red uce taxa­ 
tion in ord er to prev en t surplus tax collect­ 
in g from bein g curren cy con tractin g again 
an d again , but it is n ecessary also to employ 
our presen t an d un av oid able tax surplus in 
the paymen t, n ot of fun d ed but of the un ­ 
fun d ed d ebt. The people’s represen tativ es, by 
action before ad journ men t, can reliev o the 
secretary of tho treasury from the bad choice 
between these n ow presen t altern ativ es. 
The surplus coin an d bullion which will re­ 
main in the treasury after all the bon d s sub­ 
ject to call hav e been paid an d before tho 
Fiftieth con gress will assemble, together 
w ith tho proceed s of surplus taxation which 
•will flow in to the treasury before an y jios- 
id ble red uction of taxes by the presen t con - 
gross can take effect, con stitute a sum which 
can well be got out of the treasury in to the 
han d s of th© people—where it belon gs—by 
the paymen t of the green back d ebt. 
Coin 
certificates are a read y an d superior paper 
mon ey to the green backs. 
The substitution 
can be effected as a mere m atter of treasury 
ad min istration when ev er two in d ispen sable 
con d ition s are first fulfilled by con gress. 
The repeal of the compulsory silv er pur­ 
chases in the first an d in d ispon sablo con d i­ 
tion , an d tho repeal of the compulsory post 
red empt ion reissues of Un ited States n otes is 
tho n ext ami on ly other con d ition . 
These 
t wo repeab are together n ecessary, the secre­ 
tary in sists, to prev en t on the on e han d an 
extrav agan t expen se, an d on the other han d 
a con sid erable con traction of tho curren cy. 
‘ Replyin g to the other resolution s of in ­ 
quiry about the can cellation of $ 1 an d $ 2 
n o^es tho secretary presen ts tables showin g 
that sin ce of Aug. 4, l&Sfi, there has been a

ROMANS IN A FRENZY 


Ov er New# o f an Italian D eteat in A by s­ 
sin ia—Scene In th e Chamber. 
Rome, Feb. 2.—lit the chamber of d eputies 
Tuesd ay Premier Depretis laid before the 
d eputies in formation just receiv ed by the 
gov ern men t that Gen . Rasalula with a force 
of Italian troops attacked Saati, Abyssin ia, 
on Jan . 25, an d after three hours hard light­ 
in g was repulsed . 
Tho Italian loss, tho re­ 
port says, was triflin g, an d that of the Abys- 
siuian s un kn own . 
On the followin g d ay 
three compan ies of Italian troops left, Mou- 
kullo, to carry prov ision s to tlu*« force at 
Saati, but before reachin g that place were 
attacked by Abyssin ia as. 
The fightin g was 
d esperate an d protracted , but the Italian s 
were ov erpowered an d most of them killed , 
on ly n in ety of the iwirty, all of w hom wore 
woun d ed , reachin g Massowah. 
This an oun ce n en t created a great sen sa­ 
tion in the chamber an d it was with great 
d itlieulty that M. Depretis was able to con ­ 
clud e his statemen t, so n umerous an d v oci- 
erous were the question showered upon him. 
Resumin g, M. Depretis said that the com­ 
man d er of the Italian force*: in Abyssin ia 
had recalled the troops from Saati an d con ­ 
cen trated them at Massowah. 
This statemen t was receiv ed by the Rad 
ion ’s with iron ical laughter,which was speed - 
il) d rown ed by the shouts of the gov ern men t 
members. 
The gov ern men t then propose I a 
bill d ev otin g 5,000,000 fran cs to the purpose 
of sen d in g 
rein forcemen ts to Abyssin ia, 
which the chamber immed iately approv ed 
by an almost un an imous v ote. 
A few of 
the Rad icals cheered an allusion to the v alor 
of the Abv ssin ian s, whereupon n in e-ten ths 
of the members arose to their feet aiv * 


» I me red the gov ern men t. 
The Rad ical* cried 
out to the r p * « » utativ es of the gov ern men t: 
“You tun t retire,” to which the m ajority 
retorted , “ Nev er—you are coward *!” The 
populace wore in a fren zy of excitemen t 
Tuesd ay n ight, the streets bein g filled with 
people shoutin g v en gean ce, arid d eman d in g 
the in i med iate extermin ation of the Abys­ 
sin ian # .

powers until it saps them all up anil ho be­ 
comes no better than a machine. 
“ The gov ernment clerkship accomplishes 
the destruction of one's mind just as the 
alleys used to do of the body. 
I would 
gladly resign this v ery day, but what wop Id 
come of r.y family? 
I know absolutely 
nothing cbout any profession or business o c- 
■upation; and were I to start in now I wo uld 
have to begin at the bottom nnd 
wo rk up, 
and it wo uld be several y ears befo re I co uld 
earn w hat Uncle Bam no w pay s me so regu­ 
larly . 
There are hundreds of men in W ash­ 
ingto n sim ilarly situated. Their am bitio n 
is go ne, their talents are go ne, and all they 
desire is to ho ld o n to their clerical po sitio ns 
o s a dro w ning man clings to a ro pe. 
I w ant 
to make a desperate effo rt, even a t this late 
day , to get into business and be an activo 
wo rker; but I see no o ppo rtunity , and the 
chances are th at I shall co ntinue to bo fed 
with go vernm ent pap to the end o f my day s 
unless I receive tho grand bo unce wh<*n so me 
change o ccurs in the adm inistratio n.’’—Co r.

For the ex tra hours he re­

service of a sick man. 
He hod been to the 
doctor's two or three times, to the drug 
store several times, for a nurse and to the 
postoffice, and ho was literally fagged out. 
The companies are as ready to {» lace their 
instruments in a barroom as in a church, in 
a house of ill fame as in a private dwelling, 
and the boys, according to their turn and 
not according to their ages or ex perience, 
are sent to these places at all hours of the 
night, and tosporting-houses. dives, all m an­ 
ner of infamous rendezvous, where their 
eyes are greeted with orgiecal developments 
of various nature, where they acquire hab­ 
its of drinking and smoking, where they 
meet men as bad as the women with whom 
they consort, who drink and make them 
drink, who solicit them to indulgence in 
every {tossible vice aud subject them to in­ 
dignities and outrages which would para­ 
lyze, one would suppose, the society organ­ 
ized for the prevM ltftl J f cruelty to chil­ 
dren, if by an accident they should ever 
know of the beastliness to which children 
are ex posed in this Christian city. 
Little eh ups are fo rced to buy beer by 
the big bo y s in the o ffice, and go o d 
boys who 
nev er drink are ex pected to put mo ney in 
to ward pay ing fo r it as much as bad bo y s 
who want the drink. They think it is great 
fun at times to badger each o ther and no t 
o nly to tempt but to fo rce bo y s to all man­ 
ner o f uirt and ev il.
